It 
lies some 170 miles south of Moulmein, 
and 220 miles south-east of Rangoon. 
Tavoy is only 20 miles west south-west 
of Myittha, where a new Japanese 
thrust over the Thai border was en- 
gaged by British troops on Friday.

WAR. DEBATE PLANS

SOCIAL AND MORAL REASONS

MORAL REASONS 


“In connection with this whole 
proposal, I am directed to point out 
that there are strong moral and social 
reasons for refraining, as far as 
possible, from interfering, even in very 
difficult circumstances, with the normal 
family regime of the people.

“‘Moreover, should the necessity for 
the introduction of a system. of cooked 
meals arise, the meals 
supplied for consumption by the family 
in the home, so as to preserve as far 
as possible family responsibilities as 
they obtain at present. 

“No encouragement, therefore, 
should be given to a proposal by which 
any child’s ordinary meals in the 
family home would be generally re- 
placed by meals provided in the school 
or elsewhere. The family meals con- 
stitute an important element in filial 
relations. between the parent and child, 
which it would be socially disastrous 
to weaken in any way. It should 
certainly not be interefered with except 
in circumstances of the most extreme 
need. So far as the greater part of 
the community is concerned, these 
circumstances do not at présent exist. 
By far the greater number of children 
attending the Dublin Primary Schools 
do not belong to the needy or neces- 
sitous families; but, if they unfortu- 
nately do, there is at present in force 
a scheme of weekly food allowances 
persons dependent upon assistance 
from public funds, consisting of three 
and a half pints of milk, a quarter- 
pores of butter and two pounds of 
read per dependent, at an annual cost 
to the State of about half a million.

BERLIN, Monday.—*’ The onrushing 
enemy must be stopped, no matter 
when, where or how, under the pitiless 
conditions of a mid - Continental 
climate,” says a special article in the 
German Press, headed “The Defensive 
Batties in the East.’’

If, however, he cares to 
take a stroll almost anywhere 
within a radius of two hundred 
yards from the Customs House, his 
views on the presence of an 
‘emergency ” may be altered. He 
will see people pay high prices for a 
few miserable sods of turf, more 
than half whose weight consists of 
water—turf that would not boil a 
kettle, let alone cook a sustaining 
meal. He will see other people who 
have not the means to purchase even 
this wretched stuff. Surely this is 
the very state of affairs that is con- 
templated in the Minister's letter. 
“The cooked meals kitchens,’’ it 
goes, “have been inatalled for the 
specific purpose of providing cooked 
meals for the people in the event of 
supplies of fuel and gas being so 
curtailed that cooking in the homes 
would be rendered extremely diffi- 
cult, if not impossible.” Cooking in 
the homes—in thousands of Dublin 
homes—is extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, now. There are children 
who never see a decently hot meal 
because, when the woman of the 
house—or of the room—has cooked 
a dinner for her husband, she has 
not enough fuel in reserve to keep 
the. children’s dinner warm. These 
are not rhetorical statements; they 


| are hard facts, capable of any proof 


that Mr. MacEntee may desire. Yet 
there must be no tampering with the 
sacred “ purpose’ of the Cooked 
Meals Service. 

It is hard to conceive how any 
Cabinet Minister brought himself to 
dictate that extraordinary letter. 
Having declared flatly that the 
time is not ripe for the open- 
ing of the kitchens, it goes on 
to imply that they are socially 
and morally evil, that . they 
will shatter the “ normal family 
régime,’’ and that the case for their 
opening is sponsored by ‘certain 
persons who are prepared to take 
any advantage of any conditions, 
emergency or otherwise, to advance 
their own political and social con- 
ceptions.’’ This is plain insolence. 
It is also a display of the most 
remarkable logic. Has Mr. MacEntee 
any conception of the normal family 
régime in the poorer quarters of 
Dublin at the present day? 
he really think that starvation is 
the best way to maintain a family 
intalt? If it is virtue to let people 
starve, we are proud to stand, with 
the Corporation, on the side of vice. 
Yet we cannot believe that Mr. 
MacEntee himself, who dictated this 
egregious document, the Secretary of 
his Department, who wrote it, or the 
City Manager, who recommended 
against the Corporation’s proposals, 
can be just so brutal as their 
attitude implies. One prefers to 
believe that they are simply 
ignorant of the true state of affairs. 
The Minister introduces a com- 

rison between the nutritive values 
of a hot meal and a glass of milk, 
to the advantage of the latter; but 
he seems to forget that the school- 
children have not received their 
daily glass of milk for the past fort- 
night. Even if that modest refresh- 
ment were available, would it be 
enough? The milk-and-bun luncheon 
was introduced in order to allay the 
school-child’s hunger until he could 
return home and enjoy @ proper 
dinner. It was a makeshift system 
at the best, but it is an intolerable 
system now when, thanks to the fuel 
shortage, the proper dinner is not 
forthcoming in thousands of cases. 
Those kitchens must be opened, and 
meals must be provided for the 
children, if widespread hunger and 
sickness are to be averted. We hope

I saw 
it recently from the Roval Canal 
and shuddered. In brighter days 
to come, when, no doubt, we shall 
be turning all prisons to cther uses, 
what shall we do with this build- 
ing? It is so patently a prison that 
it baffles the imagination to seek 
other business for it. One must, at 
least, admire the single-mindedness 
of the architect who-designed it. 

But Mountjoy Prison, with its grey- 
black walls, its grey-black angles 
and squares, and the small, dark 
eyes of its windows, is rivalled by 
the houses built for the warders 
and their families to live in. I 
think the prison itself is more 
cheerful-looking than those houses, 
known locally as the ‘Prison 
Cottages.’’ ; i 

If the architect's idea in design- 
ing his prison was to impress upon 
the criminal the sternness of the law, 
his idea in designing the warders’ 
houses was to impress upon them 
and their families their awful re- 
sponsibility in the matter. It is all 
very depressing.
